nnHE  late  Archbifhop  of  Spalato  being  dead,  hi? 

body  was  put  into  a  coffin,  and  that  into  an¬ 
other  bigger  coffin  well  pitched,  and  was  carried 
( in  depofito )  into  the  convent  of  the  holy  apoftles, 
and  committed  into  the  hands  of  thofe  reverend 
fathers,  until  fuch  time  as  the  caufe  of  the  faid 
Archbifhop  was  ended,  to  the  end,  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  fentence,  it  might  be  difpofed  of,  as  in 
juftice  ffiould  be  thought  lit.

of  the  King  of  Spain  to  leave  England. 

The  following  particulars  are  collected  from  a 
letter  written  by  him,  upon  his  return  to  Rome, 
to  one  of  his  nephews.  Plaving  obtained  a  pafs- 
port  from  King  James,  by  the  good  offices  of  the 
Imperial  minifter,  he  left  London.  The  cuftom- 
houfe  officers  feized  his  iilver-plate,  and  part  of 
his  money ;  but  the  King  ordered  reftitution  to  be 
made.
